to accompany an officer of his com- 
pany in the’ rescue of a wounded 
man of his battalion who had been 
on patrol. Proceeding under intense 
and accurate fire to “a point 400 
yards from his own outpost he met 
& member of the patrol who stated 
that the wounded man was about 
100 yards farther out, and close to 
the hostile lines. With splendid 
courage he proceeded, in company 
with the officer, being constantly 
under the heaviest fire, and found 
the soldier, who had died of his 
wounds. Returning in safety to his 
own lines, he exchanged shots with

INDICTMENT 


140 Wealthy Society People 
in Large Cities’ Alleged to 
Have Been Victimized by 
Band of Writers—80 Have 
Testified Before Grand 
Jury. 


COMPOSERS’ SOCIETY 
HEAD DENIES CHARGES 


Method of Group Was to 
Try, by Letters, to Entice 
Women Into Affairs With 
Members, and Later Write 
to Husbands. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 12.—The grand 


jury which has indicted George 
Maxwell, president of the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers, for sending obscene mis- 
sives through the mails, has evi- 
dence against eight other prominent 
members of ajgroup who are alleged 


|to have victimized in the same way 
140 wealthy society people here, in 


Philadelphia, Buffalo, Pittsburg and 
other cities, District Attorney Blan- 
ton disclosed today. 

Eighty of the alleged victims al- 
ready have testified before the grand 
jury, which is still in session. Blan- 
ton revealed that their statements 


had led to the uncovering of 147 


defamatory letters and to the discov- 
ery that nine weil-known families 
had been broken up, a man and a 
woman had died shortly after re- 
ceiving vicious missives and another 
woman. had gone insane. 

Maxwell's attorney here aen- 


nounced that Maxwell had cabled 
from Europe a denial of charges. in 
the indictment. Maxwell himseif 
received several improper letters 
from the clique, said the attorneys 
He would not wait to be extradited 
to America, they asserted, but would 
hasten home to face his accusers. 

Allan A. Ryan Figures in Case. 

Allan A. Ryan, the financier, 
whose wife was named in letters he 
turned over tothe District Attorney, 
resulting in the grand jury. disclos- 
ures, declared today she also would 
return from Europe and that he 
would prosecute the writ@r of the 
letters if it took his entire fortune. 

Among disclosures made by Blan- 
ton were that a band of anonymous 
letter writers had been addressing 
deoubleill t people in this and other 
cities since 1914 and that the recip- 
ients of letters included the late 
Enrico Caruso, the Countess of 
SantZ Eulalia, who was the widow of 
John B. Stetson of Philadelphia; 
John Drew, the actor, and Albert 
Gallatin, banker. Divorce cases in- 
volving persons not named by § the 
District Attorney now are pending in 
the courts, he said. 

Method of Letter Wriers. 

The clique’s method, accord- 
ing to the authorities, was to 
send lettérs to middle-aged women. 
endeavoring to entice them intuy «f- 
Yairs with members of the. group. 
After several months, the writers, 
either bécause their methods failed 
or because they disliked the intended 
victims, would send letters to the 
husbands, brothers, or other male 
relatives of the women to whom they 
had written. 

Members of the society which 
Maxwell headed say it is inconceiv- 
able that he could have been con- 
nected with such a plot. He was the 
antithesis of the type to which such 
a scheme would appeal, they assert- 
ed. 
The letters that Ryan turned over 
to the authorities were received by 
Mrs. Ryan more than a month ago. 
All were typewritten and unsigned, 
but in the upper left corner of each 
were typed the names and addresses 
of several bankers and clubmen. The

Jurisdiction over .the receivership 
suit against the Union Home Build- 
ers, a housing trust, which was trans- 
ferred from Circuit Court to Federal 
Court, and remanded yesterday to 
Circuit Court, again was assumed 
by the Federal Court today, when 
Judge Faris reversed his decision and 
set aside the order --te--remand the 
case. 

Meanwhile, attorneys for the tem- 
porary receiver, State Finance Com- 
missioner Millspaugh, declare they 


will press the demands made by the 
receiver on officers of the company 
that ike records, books and seouri- 
ties, said to totai 3300,000, be pro- 
duced and turned over to Commis- 
sioner Millspaugh, under the provi- 
sions of the temporary receivership 
ordered in Circuit Court May 4. 

Counsel for the company today 
asked an immediate hearing on a 
motion in Federal Court to vacate 
the receivership, after Judge Faris 
set aside the motion to remand. He 
said he could not hear the case be- 
fore June 4, but indicated it might 
be taken up before Federal Judge 
Dyer, who will be on the bench Mon- 
day. 

A hearing on the motion Monday 
prcbably will be contested. “The 
position of Gommissioner Millspaugh 
and counsel is that we will seek to 
compel the company to produce 
those books and records,’’ Wilbur B. 
Jones, Special Assistant Attorney- 
General, told a Post-Dispatch . re- 
porter. 

Demand for Records Refused. 

“If the Union Home Builder: 
want a hearing at once on the mo- 
tion to vacate” Jones’ continued, 
“they should come into court with 
clean hands,:‘and produce the books, 
records and assets demanded by ¢he 
receiver under the authority given 
him in the receivership order.” 

As has been related Commission- 
er Millspaugh last Wednesday 
opened two safes in the company of- 
fice, 1611 Syndicate Trust Building, 
in .which his representatives had 
been informed the books, records 
and securities were kept, and found 
them empty, save for a few canceled 
checks and loose leaf ledger leaves. 
A formal demand for the books and 
assets was served Thursday on 
Claude Rothery, president, but they 
have not been produced, Jones said. 

Judge Faris announced his deci- 
sion to set aside the order to remand 
the case to the State courts after 
considering additional law authori- 
ties and a brief presented yesterday 
by Robert Holland, of counsel for 
the company, after the case was re- 
The authorities include 
several Supreme Court decisions. 
After considering these, the Jhdge 
said, he was convinced his first order 
wae in error. 

Holland asked immediate hearing 
on his motion to vacate the receiver- 
ship, declaring the “‘life of the com- 
pany depends upon dismissal of the 
receffership.”’ 

“Yes, and the life of this Court de- 
pends upon how much work it does,” 
Judge Faris replied, “and I am frank 
to say to you that if one or the other 
must die, I prefer it to be the com- 
pany you represent.” 

Millspaugh Status Unchanged. 

Judge Faris announced he was 
leaving for St. Paul tomorrow night 
to sit in the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, and Federal Judge Dyer wilt 
be on the bench itn Federal Court 
here.

The estate of Mrs. Kate M. How-

taxes amounting to $183,080.16, ac- 
cording to a report filéd in the Pro- 
bate Court today by Edwin W. Lee, 
appraiser of the estate appointed to 
determine the amount of State tax to 
be paid. The Federal inheritance tax 
will be $111,591.40, and the State in- 
heritance tax $71,488.76. ¥ 

Officials of the court today said 
this was the @econd largest State in- 
heritance tax ever assessed against 
an estate in St. uis. That of the 
late Jacob Lampert, millionaire cigar 
manufacturer, paid $79,987.64 and is 
said to have been the largest. a 

The gross market value of Mrs. 
Howard's estate, which goes in equal 
shares to her daughters, Mrs. Ster- 
ling E. Edmunds and Mrs. George 
F. Steedman, was fixed by Appraiser 
Lee at $1,676,893.23. After making 
legal deductions, Lee fixed the valu- 
ation on whith the State tax should 
be computed at $1,448,145.97. 

Among the deductions from the 
gross valuation were the Federal in- 
heritance tax; es ated fees for the 
attorneys for the executors, $15,000; 
and fees of the executors, the two 
sons-in-law, $61,319.84. 

Of the gross valuation $388,176.87 
was given as the value of.real estate 
holdings, and the remainder as the 
value of personal propérty, includ, 
ing stocks and bonds.

ROME AND THE WORLD To-

HE author of the present study 
T is, in a sense, more interesting 

than his book. A -graduate of 
the University of Kansas, a practic- 
ing lawyer, Attorney-General, and 
Governor of Missouri, he feels him- 
self, as his preface witnesses, that 
even though he is now a college pro- 
fessor some explanation is required 
from him for publishing such a 
study. He feels it perhaps too keen- 
ly. For there is no reason why a

have as interesting views, perhaps as 
valuable a contribution, on the sub- 
ject of Rome and the world today 
let us say, a German professor 
of the imperial school. It is obvious, 
even were it not admitted by the 
author, that the work has been not 
only inspired but greatly influenced 
by Ferrero, whose analogies between 
Rome and America, as represented 
This study is, in fact, 
or what used to be 
“the lessons of history,’ 
rather than any contribution to ac- 
tual knowledge of the facts. It is, 
if you lik®, what it is now fashion- 
able to call not only past “‘interpre- 
tation’’—for that was done by Fer- 
rero—but an interpretation of the 
present in the terms of the past. 
And it is not surprising that Mr. 
Hadley has hit upon the two great 
dangers to the United States as the 
same which threatened and then de- 
stroyed the Roman empire—Social- 
ism and the aliens. It is an inter- 
esting conception and an interesting 
comparison. It is less a history than 
a philosophical-historical specula- 
tion, and it would do the United 
States a great deal of good if the in- 
formation and the parallels here 
contained were part of the equip- 
ment of every American. They may 
not all be equally true, or even of 
equally good report. But they are 
certainly food for thought; and Mr. 
Hadley, carrying the ideas of Fer- 
rero further amd with more knowl- 
edge of America than the Italian 
philosopher possessed, has, if noth- 
ing else, introduced a new and ex- 
tremely interesting, indeed a most 
important, point of view into the 
present great discussion. For that 
reason, if no other—and there are 
others — his book deserves much 
reading and reflection.

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\«AMERICAN INDIVIDUALISM,” by 

Herbert Hoover. (Doubleday, Page 

& Co.) 

HOM the gods would destroy 
W they first make mad”-—or 

cause to write a book, might 
well be inserted in reviewing- Mr 
Hoover’s contribution on American 
individualism published recently. 

Mr. Hoover, without making any 
efitort to explain the cause of the 
world conflict, begins with the as- 
sertion that in its latter stages, the 
war was the conflict of different g6- 
cial philosophies. The inference 
drawn from this statement amounts 
to the assertion that it is possible 
for a nation or nations to go to war 
for one reason and end it for an- 
other, not very consoling to our 
virtuous sense of patriotism. 

We should prefer to believe that 
the economic structure of society 
precipitated the war and that the 
frenzy to win was intensified by the 
thought of the staggering cost to 
be “wished”’ on the other fellow. 

That the economic and mechan- 
ical structure of society, based on 
the neccasity of selling products, and 
not any social philosophy, is near 
the root of the matter, can be shown 
by the fact that the countries least 
infected with the virus of industrial. 
iam (notably, Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark,Switzerland, Holland and Spain, 
could see no community of interests 
in ‘making the world safe for democ- 
racy.’ If Russia appears to be an 
exception, it can be stated that Rus- 
sia—meaning the people of Russia 
—never entered the war. The Czar 
obeyed the mandate of his Paris 
bankers, and the people obeyed the 
Czar. Just what difference in s0- 
cial philosophies is prolonging the 
unwelcome visit of France in the 
Ruhr no one but Mr. Hoover can 
understand. 

We are told by Mr. Hoover that 
the political and economic structure 
of our American society is the prod- 
uct of our social philosophy. Kar) 
Marx would reverse that statement 
with better markmanship by say- 
ing: “Our social philosophy is t 
product of our political and eco- 
nemic structure.’”’ Indeed, Mr. 
Hoover seems clearly to contradict 
himself rather thoughtlessly when 
he speaks of the ‘‘urgent forces driv- 
ing human society” and follows this 
up later with the statement. that 
“American society is built on the 
attainment of the individual.” 
Frankly admitting that individual- 
ism may run roughshod unless 
curbed and restrained, Mr. Hoover 
delights us with the information 
that this long ago has been accom- 
plished, and implying by that etate- 
me'it that the 15,000,000 or 20,000,- 
00° nesroes in the United States, not 
to nention the countless thousands 
of little white ragamuffins infest- 
ing our cities, have attained that 
en ality of opportunity. 

Granting the truth of this absurd 
statement, has this equality of op- 
portunity been brought about by the 
individualist or the collectivist? Are 
we to ynderstand that American in- 
dividualism freed the slave, or 
was that institution wiped out by s9- 
cial and economic. forces, the faint | 
rumblings of which occasionally | 
strike the ear of Mr. Hoover? 


pean individualism, it has its birth 
in real merit. The feudal lord ruled 
by the strength of his right arm, and 
if that individualism has been cor- 
rupted, the fault has come through 
inheritance just as the individualism 
of America is being corrupted through 
inheritance of economic power by 
the offspring of the wealthy, and 
that wealthy class constitutes the 
caste system in America. 

The society that can control the 
wealth of its prodycts in such a way 
that just distribution will flow in a 
well-reguitted stream is not yet, and 
the doctrine of rampant individual- 
ism as proclaimed by our late Food 
Administrator is but a boulder in the 
cogs of evolution. 

As to his statement that America 
has given Europe more than she has 
received in return, we must infer that 
Mr. Hoover is attempting to out- 
Fordsonize Henry in maintaining 
that not only is history “bunk,” buat 
science, art, literature and language 
are bunk, also. We take off our hat 
to Mr. Hoover as a civil engineer, 
but as a social engineer—well, the 
thought persists and we have Mr. 
Hoover's word for it, that there are 
urgent driving forces of human s0- 
ciety in spite of the individual.
